Two Tyler students 
organize downtown 
demonstration about 
Kenyan violence

Through cold temperatures, 
sleet, and rain two local students 
from Kenya stood on Tyler’s down¬ 
town square to tell the story of the 
ongoing crisis in their homeland. 

UT-Tyler Nursing major Pa¬ 
trice Ojalla and TJC Nursing ma¬ 
jor Bernard Chessum both spoke 
to passers-by and school children 
from Tyler on the trouble in their 
native country. 

" Since December, Kenya has 
been in crisis with daily riots in 
the streets of this formerly peace¬ 
ful country. 

“It started with the tally of the 
votes of the Dec. 27 election. Most 


people think they were cheated in 
the tally of the votes,” said Ches¬ 
sum. 

Chessum and Ojalla both 
have family caught in the middle 


of the fighting in that country. 

“I have three boys. One does 
not understand, he tells me on the

Metke gets down to business 


New TJC president 
starts 2008 with faculty 
address, focus groups

In coming to Tyler Junior 
College as its newest president, Dr. 
Mike Metke had a few questions. 

Before Christmas, Metke 
formed some focus groups that 
joined together to come up with 
their own answers to the questions 
on his mind. Metke addressed the 
answers in his first speech to # the 
TJC faculty. 

The focus groups included 
administrative staff, support staff, 
faculty, and retirees. Although 
the groups met separately, they all 
came up with similar answers to 
his questions. What is your vision 
for TJC in 2015? What are tradi¬ 
tions worth preserving? What are 
the changes needed now and in 
the future? 

All groups saw TJC in 2015, 


as a premiere institute for higher 
education with a qualified and di¬ 
verse faculty. They wanted more of 
a four-year college atmosphere, but 
yet still stay true to the “junior” in 
Tyler Junior College. The Faculty 
Focus Group suggested that TJC 
lead the community in bettering 
the environment of East Texas by 
being totally green by 2015. 

“Green by T5 means that 
TJC would become more environ¬ 
mentally friendly by recycling, be¬ 
coming entirely a smoke free envi¬ 
ronment, more native plants with 
less use of chemical-like pesticides 
and herbicides, and more compan¬ 
ion planting where pairing plants 
close together may have mutual 
benefits,” said Shelley Kersh, in¬ 
structor of computer information 
systems. 

According to the Focus 
groups, the traditions worth pre¬ 
serving would be the main extra¬ 
curricular activities, along with 
keeping the Apaches logo and 
Apache pride. Although parking 
is a problem at TJC, the Support 
Staff focus group said Jenkins’ 


front lawn needs to be preserved, 

“This attracts people to our 
campus. Leave [it] as is and do not 
[turn] it into a parking lot,” they 
said. 

One idea suggested to pre¬ 
serve and strengthen TJC’s tradi¬ 
tion and reputation as a friendly 
campus was to designate the sec¬ 
tion of the walkway between Jen¬ 
kins Hall and the Rodger’s Student 
Center as a “Greeting Walkway.” 
Here, everyone would be encour¬ 
aged to greet each individual they 
meet there. 

The groups also focused on 
change that was needed now. All 
focus groups mentioned some¬ 
thing about increasing benefits 
and salaries. 

After a couple of months as 
President, Dr. Metke increased 
part-time pay, which hadn’t been 
raised in over 20 years.The Retiree, 
Faculty, and Support Staff Focus 
Groups mentioned the benefit of 
offering free tuition for TJC em¬ 
ployees and their families.,

New residential hall 
accepting applications

TJC Residential Life and 
Housing is now accepting applica¬ 
tions for the Louise H. and Joseph 
Z. Ornelas Residential Complex. 
New and returning students can 
apply and applications are avail¬ 
able on the TJC website. 

Students will be allowed to 
move in as early as August 2008. 
The cost per semester is $2,185 
for the room and another $800 
for board. That’s a total of $ 2,985. 
Compared to the other dorms on 
campus the difference in cost is 
$235 per semester for room and 
board. 

“In the Louise H. and Joseph 
Z. Ornelas Residential Complex 
you are not just getting a bigger 
room. It is much more. You are 
also getting the privilege of a pri¬ 
vate bath, a bigger closet and you 
will also have the ability to control 
temperature of your living space,” 
said Angela Nunez, director, resi¬ 
dential life and housing. “Applica¬ 
tions are being accepted now, and 
we have been receiving them since 


September.” 

Spaces in the new building 
will be available on a first-come- 
first-served basis. 

“The Louise H. and Joseph 
Z. Ornelas Residential Complex is 
less expensive than most places in 
the region with the lowest fee for 
room and board,” said Dr. Austin 
Lane, TJC vice president for Stu¬ 
dent Affairs. 

“This is a community college, 
so we try to keep costs as low as 
possible,” said Lane. 

The only way to have a guar¬ 
anteed spot is by paying in full by 
May 1,2008. 

Students enrolled in financial 
aid programs need to have all pa¬ 
perwork complete by May 1,2008. 
Students not receiving financial 
aid may set up a payment plan if 
they wish, but it must be paid in 
full by the move in day, which is 
June 16,2008. 

The Louise H. and Joseph 
Z. Ornelas Residential Complex 
is a four-story co-ed facility with

PARKING IS AN ISSUE 

The stress of finding a parking spot would be lessened if TJC put up a parking garage. The structure 
could be put on top of an already existing parking lot.

A USER-FRIENDLIER WEB SITE 

The TJC website is not as user friendly as it could be. The bookstore page does not give ISBN num¬ 
bers for the books needed for classes. The faculty directory, which has all of the numbers needed to 
contact all of the employees on campus, is difficult to find. The search option on the website is not as 
case sensitive as it could be. Overall, the website is outdated and needs to be updated. 

A HEALTHY HEALTH CLINIC 

At the on campus clinic, students can get antibiotics for a cold, and a flu shot. They can have a rash 
checked out, or a band-aid applied to a wound. They do not, however, offer any kind of womens ser¬ 
vices, STD testing, or pregnancy testing. These are problems that every student has had to face at one 


time or another, and it would be very beneficial to offer these services. If these services were free or 
discounted, it would cut down on students passing on illnesses others, or a new mother harming her 
baby because she hasn’t realized she,is pregnant. 

PROMOTE STUDENT ACTIVITIES 

TJC has a very varied student life. There are fun things to do on campus all the time, but they are 
not very well advertised. Signs for an event that is happening later that day can be seen on campus. 
If a student doesn’t have a class around the area where the signs are, they will not know about the 
event. TJC is a junior college, and most students work in addition to going to school. There are time 
constraints, and students may miss an opportunity because they did not have enough notice to get 
off of work.

phone, ‘Daddy come here and get 
me some food.’ He has motivated 
me to talk to you all. He cannot 
go to school in that conflict,” said 
Ojalla. “It really breaks my heart 
when he asks me to explain to him 
what is going on.” 

Bernard Chessum said his 
mother, who farms in Kenya, can 
hardly make a living. 

“My mom has a ranch in Ke¬ 
nya supporting the family farming. 
She grows corn to send it to mar¬ 
ket. There’s nowhere to take the 
corn,” said Chessum. “She’s living 
in fear everyday. She doesn’t know 
what to do next. We just wait day 
to day and see what happens.” 

While in East Texas, their 
mission is to speak to local school 
children to continue to inform 
them of the ongoing fighting. 

“It was awesome to see the 
young people. They asked very 
deep, personal questions. I am very 
encouraged,” said Ojalla. 

The two hope a resolution 
will be reached soon, even though 
experts say it could be months, if 
not years, away. 

“My prayer was that two 
leaders would sit down and work 
at solution through mediation and 
work out a solution. The fighting, 
shooting and killing on the streets 
is not a solution,” said Chessum. 

Ojalla and Chessum hope to 
continue to educate students and 
residents of the crisis in Kenya. 
They also encourage anyone to 
write their local, state, and federal 
officials to help Kenya. 

The two plan to approach lo¬ 
cal, state and federal officials to 
get their message out to stop the 
violence.

building A in front for the women 
and the back building B for the 
men. Rooms will be furnished 
with two twin beds and mattress¬ 
es, two dressers, desks and chairs. 
Each room also has individual 
closets and suite style bathrooms.

Other 
amenities include the Apache 
Gold Room, which is a conference 
room that is available for the use 
of all students, a University Loft 
where students can study com¬ 
fortably and also a sand volleyball 
court for all students on campus.

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Tyler Junior College plans to “go green” by 2015. 


F ollowing current trends of environmental awareness to soften our impact 
on the earth,TJC aims to be a green campus by 2015. 

TJC has been taking steps since the early 90s to better care for the 
environment. 

“Back in 1998 or 1999, TJC entered a contract with Johnson Controls, a com¬ 
pany that works with colleges to oversee energy. They retrofitted the sinks and toi¬ 
lets with more efficient materials to conserve water and reduce costs and strains 
on the environment,” said Fred Peters, marketing and public information director. 
“They also coated the windows and doors with materials to reduce energy and UV 
rays, and to reduce the energy it takes to heat and cool rooms.” 

Service Solutions, the custodial service for TJC, have done their part in aiding 
the fight against global warming. 

“We only use green chemicals,” said Service Solutions’Ted Dawson. “Every¬ 
thing is environmentally safe, from our brooms to our glasses. In the bathrooms, we 
put stickers on the mirrors that display the products we use.” 

In President Metke’s winter break focus groups, serveral group members men¬ 
tioned environmental efforts as goals for TJC’s future, and suggested several ways 
TJC can become more environmentally friendly by 2015. 

“Green by ’15 means that TJC would become more environmentally friendly 
by recycling, becoming entirely a smoke free environment, more native plants, with 
less use of chemical like pesticides and herbicides and more companion planting, 
where pairing plants close together that have mutual benefits for each other,” said 
Shelley Kersh, head of the faculty focus group. 

A study done by the U.S. Green Building Council stated that green schools 
were found to use an average of 33 percent less energy than conventionally designed 
schools, resulting in considerably lower utility bills. This is significant because al¬ 
most one-third of a school’s operating budget is devoted to energy costs. 


“I had no idea that TJC was already partially green. I think that this is a great 
step towards helping the environment and that more colleges should start going 
green as well,” said sophomore Shari Parks. 

According to the USGBC study, the costs of poor indoor-environmental con¬ 
ditions in schools are mainly hidden in increased sick days, lower student academic 
performance, and motivation. Better indoor environments have been found to in¬ 
crease attendance and improve students’ test scores 

“I think it’s a great idea! If they go through with it, it could benefit not only 
our school but, our community, 
and maybe encourage other busi¬ 
nesses in the area to do the same. 

Besides making changes to our 
buildings, we could also have re¬ 
cycling bins for plastic bottles in 
open areas, and serve healthier 
foods in the cafeteria and vend¬ 
ing machines,” said sophomore 
Ashley Francis. 

There are many steps that a 

student can take to help the environment off campus. For those interested in ways 
to support this issue, there are steps that can be taken in order to do so. For instance, 
turning off cars instead of idling, bringing shopping bags from home when going 
shopping, buying nontoxic cleaning materials, and getting GE Energy Smart light 
bulbs are all simple and inexpensive ways to help the environment.

Under new leadership, the 
Tyler Junior College School of 
College Preparatory Studies is 
looking to make some changes. 

Dr. Mark Escamilla, provost 
and new dean of the college prepa¬ 
ratory department, is said to be the 
new “eyes” to guide the program in 
a new direction. 

“We are trying to keep every¬ 
thing fresh and updated around 
here,” said Vickie Geisel, former 
dean of college prep studies. 

The changes made in the col¬ 
lege prep program are essential in 
adapting to TJC’s new varied stu¬ 
dent body. 

One goal of the changes is to 
raise student grades by increasing 
student-professor contact and im¬ 
proving communication.

“This is a win-win situation 
for TJC,” Kersh said. 

It’s planned to allow depen¬ 
dent children and spouses of full¬ 
time faculty members to attend 
TJC almost free of charge. 

There would be a few out- 
of-pocket expenditures because 
the new program would not pay 
for lab fees. This would have little 
effect on student enrollment be- 


gram, introduced in Fall 2002, is 
designed to provide preparation 
for college level courses. 

Scores received on the 
THEA, or Accuplacer tests, deter¬ 
mine if and what level of college 
prep is necessary. 

The program includes English 
and reading 0301, 0302 and 0303 
courses to prepare for college- 
level algebra. After completing the 
highest level of prep courses taken, 
students are eligible to move on to 
college level courses. 

Attendance is vital while 
enrolled in College Prep course. 
There is a four unexcused absence 
minimum, and students exceeding 
that number will be automatically 
dropped from the course. 

Grades received while en¬ 
rolled in a College Prep course are 
given the opportunity to test out 
of the course with a minimum of

mother, Cynthia Johnson.

low him to play. When they did 
he knew that they were not going 
to let him under the goal to do a 
lay up, so he had to learn to shoot 
from the outside,” said his mother. 

Johnson, a Tyler native, John 
Tyler graduate and TJC alumni, 
started playing basketball when 
he was 7, but has been shooting 3- 
point baskets since he was 5. 

Some of his role models grow¬ 
ing up were Jordan and the Bulls 
and watching his older brother. 

“I see myself going to the 
NBA or playing overseas depend¬ 
ing on how I do at the end of the 
year,” said Johnson. 

Johnson is majoring in Sports 
Administration and minoring in 
Communications with the hopes 
of becoming a coach if playing ball 
for the NBA or overseas doesn’t 
work out. 

“Whether it’s mentoring 
children in basketball or teaching 
children the fundamentals of bas¬ 
ketball, I want to do whatever, as 
long as involves basketball,” John¬ 
son said. 

“Justin has always been a 
people person,” Cynthia Johnson 
said. “ He’s laid back and easy-go¬ 
ing, mentoring the younger guys 


in the neighborhood just like the 
guys use to do him when he was 
younger.” 

His mom was not the only 
person that saw these qualities in 
him but TJC’s Head Basketball 
Coach, Mike Marquis, saw it in 
him as well. He gave him a schol¬ 
arship to play right out of high 
school. 

“He is a terrific person, he’s 
not an off court distraction and 
he is versatile and a terrific college 
player. As a freshman at TJC he 
was very reserved, very quiet and 
took the back seat” Coach Mar¬ 
quis said! 

“As a sophomore he began to 
take up a leadership role. He also 
became stronger physically and 
more confident in himself” Coach 
Marquis said. 

The confidence that Johnson 
developed over the 2 years that he 
was at TJC helped in the game 
against Indiana on Jan. 2 when 
he hit six 3-pointers during the 
game’s final 1:48. 

“I stayed positive trying to 
get my shots up because we were 
down. I told myself wherever I got 
the ball I was going to shoot it,” 
Johnson said. 

“My mom put the ball in my 


hand and started me out in the 
game,” said Johnson. 

According to the NCAA 
Ranking National Summary, 
Johnson is ranked number 24th 
nationally in 3-pt field goals. 
Johnson has made a big name for 
himself standing 6-6 at 1901bs. 
wearing #24 and averaging 13.4 
points per game with a career high 
of 29 points. 

He leads the Big Ten with 
3.56 3-pointers per game accord¬ 
ing to www.msuspartans.cstv.com. 
Johnson is also number 12 in the 
Big Ten Men’s basketball statisti¬ 
cal leaders as of Feb.3. 

Johnson hasn’t always been 
one to boost about himself or think 
of his self as being untouchable. 

“He has always been the same 
old Justin, friendly and a people 
person and every time before we 
get off the phone I always tell him 
to stay positive, do your best and I 
love you,” said his mother.

The TJC Men's. Basketball team 
are firmly in the top 20 rankings as 
basketball season returned to Tyler 
Junior College this spring. 

After starting their season with 
11 straight wins, the Apache Men's 
Basketball Team now stands at a re¬ 
cord of 20-1. A record that placed 
TJC 15th in the National Junior Col¬ 
lege Athletic Association's (NJCA.A) 
top 20 rankings. Although Head 
Coach Michael Marquis does not de¬ 
termine a season from the number 
wins and losses, he does believe 
that winning makes his players hun¬ 
grier to win even more, 

“We’ve been a pretty solid group 
about taking things one game at a 
time,” said Coach Marquis, "1 just 
think that we’re in a position where 
each win makes the season just that 
more exciting.” 

This season opener began back 
In November with the Robert Pack 
Classic hosted by TJC at the Wagstaff 
Gymnasium, where the Apache Men’s 
Team faced off against Bossier Parish 
Community College (99-78) and Ste¬ 
phen F. Austin State's JV team (96- 
65). After trouncing their opponents 
by more than 20 points, the Apaches 


TJC then returned home to 
compete against Navarro College in 
December, The two teams battled 
beyond regulation time, which re¬ 
sulted In a two-point overtime vic¬ 
tory for the Apaches (77-75). TJC 
went into the winter holiday break 
unbeaten with 10 wins. 

"In the eight years I’ve been 
doing TJC games, this is the best 
team I’ve seen without a doubt,” 
said KTBB Announcer Jamie Lent, 
who covers Apache Basketball live 
via radio. “In [past] years they may 
have had better individual players, 
but as far as the team goes, not only 
[is this year’s team] talented but 
they also seem to get along and are 
a. tight knit group,” 

it is that tight bond that Coach 
Marquis credits their winning sea¬ 
son too, 

"My guys like to play the game 
of basketball, and they like to play 
together. That’s been a big part of 
our success.” 

"Coach is always talking about 
it's not about the individual, share 
the ball, share the credit. When we 
play as a team, we win as a team, 
and when we don’t play as a team, 
we lose as a team,” said freshman 
forward Jimmy Butler. 


"I knew it was coming, it was 
just one of those things that you 
know you’re going to get [eventu¬ 
ally].” said Coach Marquis, "The 
greatest thing about that win is the 
amount of publicity the school and 
our players received.

Def Poetry Jamz, Apollo 
Night, and celebration dinner 
could only mean one thing, Black 
History Month Celebration. 

This year, the Black History 
Month committee went with the 
theme “Education is the key to 
unlock the door of freedom. This 
is a famous quote from George 
Washington Carver who is famed 
with the most noted recipes for 
the peanut.

I love the Black 
History Month Celebration,” said 
Renita Johnson, sophomore gen¬ 
eral studies major. 

On AIDS Awareness Day, 
Feb. 7, the Black History Month 
Committee teamed up with Aca¬ 
demic Affairs to offer free HIV 


(human immunodeficiency virus) 
testing and sexual transmitted 
disease information. 

“I think that its a great idea 
that TJC is offering free HIV 
testing and what better day to do 
it then on AIDS Awareness Day. 
It’s always good to know if you 
are infected with any diseases and 
to have the ‘know’ on how to pre¬ 
vent them,” said Kadeja Derrick, 
sophomore nursing major. 

In conjunction with the Stu¬ 
dent Government Association, 
the Black History Month Com¬ 
mittee will be sponsoring Apache 
Night Lives’ Def Poetry Jam on 
Valentines Day featuring Kom- 
Plex of Baltimore, Md; Beny Blaq 
of Brooklyn, N.Y.; and Asia of 
Fort Lauderdale Fla. 

“We also have a slam poetry 
night, which we are co-sponsor¬ 
ing with the student activities 
department. The poetry slam will 
consist of professional slam poets 
that will display their work. I am 
also going to recite my poem at 
the beginning entitled ‘Love is 
Colorblind’,” said Fowler. 

One of the most attended 
functions is the Apollo Night. 
Apollo Night will be held on 
Feb. 19 at 7p.m. in the Wagstaff 
Gym. Events are not limited to 
only African-American students. 
All races are encouraged to get 
involved. 

“We were really uplifted and 
encouraged last year by the way 
that Apollo night turned out be¬ 
cause of all the diverse people and 
all the diverse talent that came 
out. The actual winner of Apollo 
night was a Caucasian young lady 
singing country,” said Fowler. 

At the end of the month, 
there will be a Black History 
Month dinner on Feb. 28 at 7 
p.m. in Apache Rooms 1-4 with 
the deputy superintendent of the 
Tyler Independent School Dis¬ 
trict Cecil McDaniel as the guest 
speaker. The TJC Gospel Choir 
will also perform. 

“At the Black History dinner 
we recognize the major accom¬ 
plishments all through history. We 
present a power point and recite 


the Negro National Anthem ‘Lift 
Every Voice and Sing.’ We have 
a notable African American from 
the community, Cecil McDaniel, 
to speak about where they came 
from, what it took and how im¬ 
portant education is to get where 
you want to go,” said Fowler. 

To give the Black History 
Month Celebration an extra bang, 
the committee also wants to rec¬ 
ognize professional black music 
artists with a concert. 

“Because of the campus mu¬ 
sical that will be going on at the 
end of the month. We are hav¬ 
ing a concert early March,” said 
Fowler. 

Recognizing the importance 
of Black History Month is a 
prime goal for the committee this 
year. The essay and poetry contests 
are another tool that the commit¬ 
tee is using to get feedback from 
students. 

“The prompt for the essay 
contest is to write about what you 
believe is the greatest accomplish¬ 
ment in regards to race relations 
in the United States,” said Fowler. 
“It has to be 500 words or less and 
it’s actually going to be judged by 
off-campus personnel. The winner 
will receive a cash prize.” 

Any original poem pertain¬ 
ing to black history can be entered 
into the contest. The deadline for 
the poetry contest is Feb. 11 and 
the deadline for the essay contest 
is Feb. 22 . 

“Black history month is very 
important. We all come from dif¬ 
ferent backgrounds, we are all dif¬ 
ferent yet all the same,” said Billy 
Hayes, sophomore social work 
major. “I believe that it is a very 
worthy cause.” 

At the end of the month the 
committee has one final meeting. 
In this meeting they will analyze 
and review the activities of the 
month. 

“At the end of the month 
meeting we go over what worked 
and what didn’t work. Did they 
learn anything? We just don’t 
want it to be a month of fun. We 
want the students to actually learn 
something,” said Fowler.
